All shops, offices, and factories will 
he closed for the only day in the year 
in tsrael when work comes to a com- 
plete standstill. The roads will 
become deserted, apart from a few 
private cars. Post. offices will not 
accept cables, and the Mandelbaum 
Gate will be closed to anybody .wish- 
ing. to cross the frontier, Lydda 
airport will be out of commission, and 
‘the radio will be silent. 

The solemn. stillness of the scene 
will .be broken. only by voices at 
prayer issuing from synagogues. This 
is the one day of the Vear when the 
religious content of the State mani- 
fests: itself. transcending all political 
conflict dissension. 

The few Israclis who do not observe 
this day “take a back seat” in the 
life of the State, which, in its general 
aspect, shows a people united: in’ its 
guest to come nearer to God.

COMMUNITY 


Chinese Jewry Dwindling

New York 

Fewer than four hundred. Jews 
remain in China compared with nearly 
twenty-five thousand in 1946, accord- 
ing to a report received here by the 
World Jewish Congress Organisation 
Department. 

The report, compiled by the Jewish 
Community Cotncil in Shanghai, 
states that in June of this year 109 
Jews resided in Shanghai, 55 in Tien- 
tsin, 229 in Harbin, and four in 


The numbers, the report states, are 
likely to diminish further because of. 
‘increased. emigration, mainly to Israel. 
A prime cause of the break up of the 
communities was the nationalisation 
by the Communist authorities of all 
branches. of commerce and industry, 
which deprived many Jews of. their 
livelihood, 

The emigration of Jews from China, 
the report states, is centrally directed 
from. the office of the Jewish Com- 
munity Council jn Shanghai, which is 
the United 
Hias Service, and the Council's repre- 
sentatives in. Hong Kong. 


Harbin Synagogue 


Following the disposal of the syna- 
gogue in Hsiang Yang Road, services 
have been held regularly.in the newly 
adapted prayér hall at the Shanghaj 
Jewish Centre. The Jewish com- 
munity has continued to ~ provide 


funds, free meals, and free medical 
assistance to indigent Jews. 


In. Harbin services continue. to be 
held in the beautiful. synagogue three 
times daily, with a larger attendance 
on Sabbaths and Holy-days. The 
Jewish library of the community, con- 
sisting of books in Hebrew; Russian, 
English, French, 
widely used by 200 subscribers. 

The financial condition of the 
remaining Jews of Tientsin has 
deteriorated rapidly. As a result, the 
local community is able to carry on 
its activities only with the help. of 
funds provided by the Shanghaj 
Council. An average of 59 persons 
were on monthly relief, and medical- 
assistance was extended to a monthiy 
average of eleven.

The unveiling and consecration of 
a memorial to the millions of Jewish 
victims of Nazi persecution took place 
jast Sunday at the Liberal Jewish 
Cemetery, Pound Lane, N.W.10. The 
memorial-—the first of its kind in this 
country--was erected by the Chevra 
Kadisha in association with its parent 
body. the’ New Liberal Jewish Con- 
gregation, Belsize Square, N.W.3 

It was a moving and unforgettable 
ceremony, and many of the large con- 
course of mourners and others who 
attended wept, Mr. Benno Elkan, 
O.B.E. 
designed the memorial, was there, 
wheeled in a chair by his wife, becatise 
nowadays he tires easily when walking. 

The service. Was conducted by the 
minister of the New Liberal Jewish 
Congregation, Rabbi J, Kokotek, who 
also gave the address, and the reader 
of the Congregation, the Rev. Josef 
Dollinger. The memorial was unveiled 
by the Hon. Lily H. Montagu, C.B.E. 
(Chairman. of the Congregation). and 
Mr. Max Abraham (Chairman. of the 
Chevra Kadisha).

The history of this century, he said, 

would for ever bear witness to 
Nazi 
Even. if ina 
Magnhanimous so. often 
they were inclined to 


forgive the 
nation which followed 


willingly or 


unwillingly the command of its 
criminal leaders and ia the . end 
Suffered itself the disastrous conse- 


quences of tts criminal folly, the 
millions of their Jewish martyrs could 
not be recalled to life again. 

“They cannot and shall not be for- 
gotten,” he deelared. “ Not because 
Of our stubborn, unforgiving attitude, 
but because their death shall be a 
challenge, a warning to all. freedom- 
and justice-loving people everywhere 
to beware of dictatorial tyranny, of 
disregard for the inalienable rights of 
man, which endangers. all mankind.” 

Their congregation, said Rabbi 
Kokotek, formed by members of 
former Progressive Jewish congrega- 
tions in German- -speaking countries, 
Was evidence of England’s great and 
magnanimous help to refugees from 

azt oppression. Thanks to this free- 
dom-loving . nation, its Government, 
and the various relief organisations set

FORME R AU SC HWITZ 
INMATES SOUGHT 


A number of former inmates of the 
Nazi concentration camp at Auschwitz 
are being sought by the World Jewish 
Congress in connection with the trial 
of Otto Locke. Locke, who has: been 
sentenced to life imprisonment ‘by the 
Berlin Court. of Assizes. for. the 
murder of camp internees, is due to 
appeal. 

The witnesses soughi include Arnold. 
Schisowitz, . tailor,..known. to have 
resided in 1948: in Goslar;: Chaim 
Spitzberg,. tailor, born m 1911 in 
Bendzyn, last known address, in 
1948. was in Regehsburg; Pinkus 
Feder, cobbler, of Sosnowiec or Bilica, 
who; in 1948, lived in Regensburg ;

YEAR BROADCAS 


For his New Year broadcast id the 
B.B.C; Home Service last week the 
Chief Rabbi took as his theme dhap- 


ters lvii and Ivitt of the Book of Isa. 

He spoke of the: timeliness of the 
appeal of those passages to the present 
times im “a world of much: disturb- 
ance and disharmony,” 

“ We feel manacied to: adamantine 
powers and circumstances from whose 
heavy chains. we would break, but 
whose hold seems to be tighter than 
ever, said Dr. Brodie. “We may 
be furrous and indignant—like angry 
young men—at -those whom we 


blame for the continuance of present . 


world tensions. but we subside rather 


helplessly into a plaintive acceptance | 


of our lot. We are not impressed any 
longer with the claims and pretensions 
of those who speak of peace while 
at the same time boasting of the 
production of missiles of war, ... . 

“The Prophet Isaiah.” the Chief 
Rabbi went on; “consoles his genera- 
tion with the. prospect of a peace 
wholesome and complete and stable, 
ensured by the balm of. Divine heal- 
ing.” That was the peace. that all 
earnest men longed for:

have long forgiven Ecclesiastes for 
his play on the words, for we learn 
from them a most precious teach- 
ing : a good name is better than 
all material things. 
A good name! Our rabbis said 
that high above the three famous 
Crowns : that of the Torah, the 


Priésthood, and the Kingdom, stood : 


the Crown of a Good Name. Even 
* glory of the Law depended upon 

t, and without it there could be 
ae value in the others. 


It seems that in former days it 
was taken for granted that the Day 
of Atonement had the greatest 
power to change a man’s life. We 
find no insistence upon the solemn 
duty to live a better life im the 
coming year. We are not directly 
exhorted to carry in our minds the 


‘promises, the hopes, the aspirations 
of our liturgy, after the day is over. 


But the noblest of appeals fall so 
often upon deaf ears.: So when we 
reflect upon Ecclesiastes’ words— 
whether before or after the great 
Fast Day—it is for us all to realise 


the almost: supreme duty to prize, 
to strive for, 


to attain, to revere 
the Shem Tov, the good name. 
THE Day of Atonement bids us 
face the fact that there are many 
who care nothing for a good ‘name, 
or who at least are prepared to 
sacrifice nothing to gain it. “In our 
own community we are not immune 


from the dishonour of such men 


and women. Yet we can afford 
far less than’ others to -toleraté 
them. Fora good name is vital‘to 
our cause; it 1s our guarantee of 
good faith before the world. 

It is hardly credible. but it is true, 
that there are in. : 


our midst men 
who. see nothing wrong or con- 
.temptible in.a bad reputation. It is 


one thing for a man to go about 
proudly independent of the esteem 
of his neighbours, to treat. popu- 
larity with disdain.. It is a far dif- 


ferent thing to be impervious to the. 


example of the good, to the anti- 


social. crime of dragging a good 


name in the dust. 
No business

how fair-dealing, 
ungrudging:. service, scrupulous 
observance of the. rules of trade, 
are behind the. confidence and the 
good will upon which all decent 
commercial life depends. Yet there 
are some to whom the rules mean 
nothing and to whom public confi- 
dence is to no account.

service is without meaning, fo

dealing, gain by lying, are quite 


legitimate if they mean profit and 
yet more profit. 

But the Shem Tov is vital, not 
only to the business house but to 
the professions and to private life 
as well. There are men and women 
of evil repute in every walk of life. 
If they are Gentiles we can do little 
but leave them alone. Where they 
are Jews we cannot. leave 


them alone. We cannot disown them. 


We remain responsible for them. 


They are our brethren 55 
omar—all Israel are brethren. 


What can we do with them, or for 


them ? Ostracise, condemn them ? 


NO, there is only one way to put 
them to shame, and that is to 
raise our own. standards, to put, 


each one, his own house in order. 


To squeeze a man out of his own 
society can be achieved only by 
ensuring that fewer and fewer will 
tolerate his ways, that more and 
more will ensure that his humbug, 
selfishness, and his deceit 
separate him from his fellows. 

The problem, then, is a positive, 
not a negative one. It is all of us 
who must exalt our conception of 
what the Shem Tov demands. It is 
we who are solemnly bound, each 
one, to safeguard our own good 
name. But not only for ourselves ; 
for the good name of the great com- 
munity of Jews to which we belong. 
This depends. upon the piety, 
the self-restraint, and the most 
scrupulous  fair-dealing in our 
public and private lives | 

On Yom Kippur. we feel more 
than at-any.other time the solidarity 
of the congregation, the indestruc- 
tible unity of Israel, It is very right, 
indeed it-is natural, that we should 
be deeply conscious of them. on this 
day.. But what are we each doing 
to preserve both? That is the 
question which demands an honest 
answer on the Day of Atonement 
—and after.

Pressure on Moscow 
Urged 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


World Jewry should unite in putting 
pressure on the Soviet Union to 
alleviate the fate of Russian Jews, 
urged Mr. Lionel Bloch, the Chairman. 
of the Zionist Society for Inter- 
national Affairs, when. he recently 
addressed a meeting of the London 
Jewish Graduates’ Association at the 
Horse Shoe Hotel, Tottenham Court 
Road, W.1. Speaking on “ The Fate’ 
of Judaism in the Soviet World,” Mr. 
Bloch said that Russia should give her 
Jews the cultural rights to which they 
were entitled—and the freedom to 
leave the country, should they so wish. 

The theory had been advanced that 
the Soviet Union passed through 
alternative phases of benevolence and 
harshness towards her Jewish popu- 
lation, and this view was greatly 
encouraged by Jewish papers, includ- 
ing THE JewisH CHRONICLE, who, 
whenever a Communist of Jewish 
origin received a distinction, referred 
to this in their columns. _ But it: was 
never stated, Mr. Bloch said, that most 
people of Jewish origin in the Soviet 
Union who reached important posi- 
tions did so only. because they had 
completely renounced their Judaism 
and very often because they had- even 
fought Judaism. It was a. disservice 


‘to the Jews in the Soviet world to. 


report all these so-called simchot 


indiscriminately. 


Mr: Bloch suggested that although 
the Jewish community tn the Diaspora 
was only a very small force’ compared 


with the might of the Soviet Union, — 
-every Jew in- the Diaspora could do a 


great deal to. ameliorate the fate of 
Russian Jews.

Arab. countries tended to regard 
armaments from. Whatever source: as 
for use against Israel, and might be 
tempted to launch an attack on Israel 
when they feel ‘sufficiently strong.

ZIONISM TODAY 
The ‘Goldmann - Ben-Gurion Controversy

The World Jewish Congress (British 
Section) opened its new discussion 
series in the Jewish Forum, at Friends 
House, London, on Monday, with a 
debate on the Goldmann-Ben-Gurion 
controversy concerning the relation- 
ship between Israel and the Jewish, 
or more specifically, the Zionist world 
outside, This problem, said Mr. 
Bernard B. Gillis, Q.C., who presided 


over the debate, would increasingly 


affect the position of world Jewry. 


Mr. Jona Kesse, former General 
Secretary of Mapai and one of ‘its 
Knesset representatives, began by 
saying that so far as he was concerned 
the question whether the Zionist 
Organisation had still a raison d'etre 
did not exist. For as long as there 
was no other framework or institu- 
tion more capable of taking over 
the essential tasks imposed upon the 
World Zionist - Organisation the 
W.Z.O. had still an important function 
to. perform. The question, however, 
was whether the present set-up of the 
W.Z.0. was capable of embracing and 
attracting to it “ by various forms of 
belonging” all the millions of non- 
Zionist or formerly non-Zionist Jews 
whose hearts belonged to Zion but 
who intended to exist in the Diaspora 
as a national entity. “If. the Zionist 
Movement, and the Zionist. organisa- 
tion and. its leadershtp.”. Mr. Kesse 
stated, “intend to speak in the name 
of these masses and on their behalf; 
ensuring even a greater loyalty to the 
State_of Israel than hitherto, then the

Shochetim Reject Board’s Wage Offer

Recommendations of the Exeeutive Committee of the London Board 
of Shechita for an increase in the poultry shechita fee and increases in 
salaries for certain sections of the staff were approved at the Board's 
meeting on Tuesday at the Jews’ Temporary Shelter (Mansell Street, E.1). 
It was also reported that both the cattle and the poultry shochetim had 
rejected an increased wage offer by the Board. 

The Board also passed a motion which requested the Hon. Officers 


to take measures for the financing 


regular payments to the London Board 
of Jewish Religious Education and 
the Kosher School-Meals Service, even 
if such measures meant amending the 
Constitution of the Shechita Board. 
The Hon. Officers undéritook to report 
to the next meeting of the Board with 
their recommendations. The meeting 
was presided over by Mr..S. Boxer, 
the newly elected President. # 

The increases, which will become 
operative on October: 20, are to. be 
as follows: poultry slaughtered at 
the Board’s -yards—from &d. to 9d. 
per bird; for poultry slaughtered at 
private yards—from 8d. to per 
bird. The Executive made the recom- 
mendations for additional revenue in 
order to meet the cost of the increases 
in staff salaries and other expenditure, 
It. was estimated that the increased 
shechita fees would produce an addi- 


tional revenue of £11,690 per annum. 


_ For the past few years, the President 
mated, the over-all expenditure on 
poultry shechita had exceeded the 
amount of revenue obtained for these 
services.. In April, 1952, it became 
necessary to increase the fee for 
poultry shechita from 6d. to 8d. per 
bird. However, since 1952 the salaries 
of the poultry shochetim had risen 
from £13 1%s. to £19 per week, and 
the general maintenance costs had also 
considerably increased.

The Hon. Officers had met the 
representatives of the Kosher Poultry 
Licensees and informed. them. of. the 
Board's intention io raise the fee, said 
Mr.. Boxer. Considerable discussion 
took place, the poulterers saying that 
they. could not. meet the additional 
charge.

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U.N. OFFICERS KIDNAPPED 


‘Later Allowed to Return to Israel

JERUSALEM 
Two United Nations officers, 
together with an Israeli liaison officer, 
were kidnapped on Monday morning 
by Syrian troops from the observation’ 
post they were manning at Tel abu 
Hamezira, near Kfar Szold. Accord- 
ing to a United Nations source. they 
were taken to Damascus and detained 


there till the afternoon, when they 


were released and later returned to 
Israel across the Bnot Ya'acov bridge. 

The names of the U.N. officers were 
given aS Major Basil Lott, of the 
Australian Army, and Lieut. Frederick 
Woodrow, of the Canadian Army. 
The Israeli liaison officer was. Lieut. 
K. Leibowitz. 


News of their capture, learned from 


a United Nations officer in Damascus, 
was conveyed to the Israeli dog 


Ministry, which 
Col. B. Leary, 
Truce Supervision Organisation. to 
intervene for the return of the Israeli 
officer, 

The observation post, which these 
officers, said to be unarmed, were 
manning, is on the edge of the Syrian 
demilitarised zone. It is one of four 
which was set up after the incident 
near Kibbutz Gonen in July, when 
Syrian forces killed one Israeli and 
wounded seven others in a ten-hour 
battle. Similar posts were established 
on the Syrian side of the border 

While the Truce Supervision Organi- 
sation has said that the incident was 
regarded as closed when the officers 
were returned, the Israeli Foreign 
Ministry regards the matter far more 
seriously. But in view of the United 
Nations Organisation's attitude, it is 


unlikely that any further action’ will 
be taken.

Mr. Sieff, .who was addressing 
leaders of Israeli political parties 
affiliated to. the Congress, said that the 
World Jewish Congress served a

He went on to say that while con- 
tact with Russian Jewry was very 
difficult, it was still easier than contact 
with other East European communi- 
ties. Mr. Sieff added that there was 
no need to feel pessimistic about such 
Jewish communities, which still had 
a Strong feeling of 
world Jewry and Israel.

JERUSALEM. 

Greeting world Jewry in his Rosh 
Hashana message, the Israeli Premier, 
Mr. Ben-Gurion, prayed that the 
New Year would be one of peace, 
security, freedom, progress, unity, and 
co-operation among the nations, and 
a year of tranquillity and constructive 
development for Israel, together with 
spiritual advancement for the whole 
Jewish people. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion termed 5717 a great 
year in the annals of the State and in 
the long history of the Jewish people. 


‘In the past year there had been in 


Israel an expansion of towns and 
villages, the defence forces had been 
strengthened, and there had been an 
improvement in the economy with 
increased exports. 

Despite these achievements, the 
Prime Minister said : “ We are not yet 
even half-way to our goal and we 
must not cease our unremitting efforts 
to make further progress. 


and the enemy has continued to 
accumulate large quantities of arms.” 

The New Year, Mr. Ben-Gurion 
noted. would mark the tenth year of 
the State’s establishment when the 
nation would sum up its achievements 
and plan for the second decade... He 
expressed his confidence that Jews 
throughout. the world would celebrate 
this historic event in a fitting manner 
and rally around Israel as never 
before. 

In a: New Year. message broadcast 
over Kol Israel, Dr. Isaac Herzog, 
Israchi Chief  -Rabbi, said: 
‘When you reach an elevated position 
in your. eternal home of. Zion, this 
spiritual superiority. will 
stand out so. prominently . that: all

FLOWERS FOR WIDOWS 


By JOEL CANG 


F flowers could be sent to 

countries in the Soviet orbit, I 

should be inclined to send a 
bouquet of red roses to a journalist 
colleague in Warsaw. True, men 
seldom send flowers to each other. 
But Abraham Kwaterko, the dis- 
tinguished contributor to — the 
Warsaw Yiddish FotKs-SztyMe, 
certainly deserves such a tribute. He 
deserves it because of his excellent 
articles and reports on the Jews in 
Russia, and especially those he 
wrote in connection with the 
World Youth Festival and the 


position of Yiddish writers in the 
US.S.R. 


Learning the Trath 
I have not the pleasure of know- 


ing him personally, but 1 presume 
that Mr. Kwaterko is a Communist. 


His sympathy with the Soviet Union 


is obvious. He writes with recogni- 
tion of the achievements under 


Communist rule, but he maintains 
a certain objectivity which places 


him on a higher level than many 
other admirers of Communism. 
His dispatches from Moscow have 
the singular merit that through 
them, as perhaps through no others. 
have we been able to learn of. the 
in which Jewish 
writers. in the Soviet Union have 


to live and work today, and for — 


that alone we owe him Sincere 


‘thanks. 


The ‘latest. of -his articles. gave 
a moving account of a visit he and 


other writers, . including, -. signifi- 
cantly, also - Russian non-Jewish 


authors, paid to the homes and 
widows of. some of. the Jewish 
authors who were the tragic victims 
of ‘Stalin’s terror and were shot on 
his orders on August. 12, 1952. On: 
August 13, writes ~ Kwaterko,. a 
whole group of writers paid a visit 
to the homes of Leib Kvitko, Peretz 
Markish, and David: Bergelson, the 
three most prominent literary 
figures liquidated. under ‘Stalin ‘as a 


result of his ban against Jewish : 


literature. He and the others, says 
Kwaterko, went to pay a visit to 
the families of these literary giants 
to “express their sympathy and 
respect for the martyrs.” They 
found Peretz Markish’s home, now 
occupied by his widow, “full of 
flowers ” brought by Jewish writers, 


cultural workers, friends, and 
admirers. He did not go empty- 
handed. He took with him a 
bouquet of white roses for 
Markishs widow on behalf of 


the Jewish community in Poland.” 
And while they were talking to 
Esther. Markish, the telephone was 
“ringing continuously,” bringing 
messages of sympathy on this the 
fifth anniversary “ of the murder of 
her husband.” 

No less moving is Kwaterko’s 
description of his visit to the home 
of Leib Kvitko.. Here, too, he 
presented flowers on behalf of the 
Jewish institutions in Poland. As 
he handed the flowers to the 
author’s widow, Rachel Kvitko, the 
whole group of people gathered in 
the room, writers from many 
countries, stood for a minute's 
silence in tribute to the deceased. 


The Stalin Terror 


As Jews in Russia have not yet. 
been able to pay.collective tribute 
to those of their. brethren. who 
perished at the hands of the Nazis 
during ‘the war or were the victims 
of Stalin’s terror, this was perhaps 


the first communal tribute paid. in 


this manner. Rachel Kvitko then 
invited all present to what Mr. 
K waterko describes as “ an intimate 
commemoration. meeting - and a 
discussion on Jewish:culture in the 
US.S.R. Speaker after speaker 
recalled Jewish cultural life in the 
eafly days of the Revolution, so. 


tragically destroyed. K waterko 
says hopefully that. there was

LABOUR & ISRAEL 
A WELCOME by-product of this 
year’s Labour Party Conference in 
Brighton this week was the creation 
of a new organisation, to be known 
as “Labour Friends of Israel.” 
Sponsored by three prominent non- 
Jewish members of the  Parlia- 
mentary Labour Party, including 
Mr. Anthony Greenwood, the idea 


has already won much _ support. 


About forty other Labour Members 
of Parliament, including the Jewish 
Members, have given the movement 
their blessing. According to reports, 


the number of Labour Members 


who want to join the new organisa- 
tion continues to grow. No group 
can, of course, claim to have a 
monopoly of friendship for. Israel. 


There are; indeed, friends of Israel. 


in the other political parties in 
Britain. Nevertheless, the fact that 
the Labour Party has taken the 
initiative im that direction is an 
important indication of the growing 
desire for closer relationship with 
the Jewish State. The organisation 
is to serve as a platform on which 
representatives of the Labour Party 
and of Israel can meet and discuss 
their common interests. . This is 


definitely a step in the right direc- 


tion and is likely to provide a better 
basis, founded on better knowledge, 
for Labour attitudes and actions 
with regard to Israel and her prob- 
lems than was evident: at the time 
of the Suez crisis last year. 

Some of the Labour Party's leaders 
committed certain. mistakes of 
judgment during the Sinai campaign, 
especially when several of them 


condemned Israel in harsh terms: 


as. “an aggressor.” True, this 
attitude. was not confined to the 
Labour Party alone. A lack. of 


understanding of Israel's position 


was demonstrated also among those 
Conservatives . supported 
Britain’s own action against Egypt 


over Suez. But the fact that Labour — 


Party members were, perhaps; more 


vocal in their express condemnation 


of Israel was, if not wholly, at least 
partially, due to°a lack of proper 
information on the. grave danger 
which Israel. faced last October. 


There is, therefore, much scope for. 


an organisation of the kind now set 
up. If it develops along the lines 


laid down at the initial meeting, 


which we report on another page, 
this. organisation should act as a 
new and strong link between the 


Labour Party, now preparing for — 


the next election, and Israel, and 
may help to avoid such a reversal 


-of Labour policy as occurred after 


the General Election of 1945. . 


_FAR EASTERN JEWRY. 


For over a hundred years there 
have. been Jewish settlers in 
great commercial cities of China. 
Originally they were attracted by 
the. trading prospects, beginning 


with a group of young Sephardim — 


who left India for Shanghai. in 
1850. . They were followed by 
others, many of whom helped to 
enrich the trade of the area and 
brought prosperity: with them, but 
later—and continuously, as is the 
history in most Jewish migrations 
--their numbers were increased by 
Jews fleeing for safety from perse- 
cutions in. other lands, notably 
Russia and Germany. The great 
convulsions in the whole area 


caused by the Second World War . 


and Communist. Revolution 
especially have been the prime 
cause of the rapid and melancholy 
decline of the Jewish congregations 
since ; from. nearly 25,000. Jews in 
China in 1946, the number has 
dwindled to fewer than 400. News 
also is conveyed in this issue, by a 
correspondent who has lately been 
in the area, of another smal! Jewish 
community in the Far East: that 
Their’ material cond- 
tions, however, seem, happily, to 
be much better than those of their 
coreligionists in China. But. the 
presence of these communities 
in such outer areas raises interest- 
ing questions. They have, for 
example,inevitably intermixed more 
with the peoples among whom they 
have settled, and their numbers 
therefore include a big proportion 
of the children of intermarriage. 
How far the strict laws of Judaism 
as they affect membership of. the 
community may apply in_ these 
cases is a matter for speculation. 
There was for long a truly Chinese 


tribe of Jews—Chinese in every- 


thing but their religion, the Jews 
of K’ai-Fung-Foo. It is supposed 
that.at long last they have died out, 
but not so many years ago an 
unusually tall<but typical Chinese 
peasant suddenly appeared at the 


*source. 


warehouse of a Jewish merchant in 
Shanghai, who told the story, with 


a request for financial help for his 


old and ailing mother, who had 
accompanied him on foot hundreds 
of miles “over the mountains.” 
The peasant claimed to be a Jew, 
from a Jewish clan, and was able 
to read some Hebrew. He offered 
to repay any loan in exactly a year 
—and he kept his promise, and 


then disappeared again into the 


interior. Perhaps an expedition into 
China may still discover a setfle- 
ment of old-established Chinese 
Jews. | 


ORT IN POLAND 


THE announcement 


activities in Poland provides con- 
vincing evidence that the improve- 


- ment in the position of the Jewish 


communities in certain of the 
satellite countries is being main- 
tained and that the Communist 
authorities are no longer so deter- 
mined as they were to isolate East 
European. Jewries from _ their 
brethren in the West. This ts a 
heartening development, even if, as 
seems likely, the Polish Govern- 


ment’s decision has been actuated, 


at least to some extent, by_ sellf- 
interest and the urgent need to 
secure economic aid, from whatever 
But whatever the motives,

Vocational retraining centres will 
no doubt. be established by Ort as 
soon as possible, providing facili- 
ties to enable these people to adapt 
themselves to conditions in present- 
day Poland and to prepare them- 
selves, if they sé desire—and if the 
authorities permit-—-for. emigration 
to Israel. Before being compelled 
to terminate its activities in Poland 
seven years ago, Ort had performed 
there a magnificent job. Thanks 
largely to its efforts, Jewish produc- 
tivity became an import; factor 
in the Polish economy. and, ins 
of being reduced to penury. by't 
nationalisation processes. of “The 
Communist. State, the . Jewish 
merchant. professional man 
was transformed into a wage- 
earning artisan. In _ the light. of 
today’s needs, Ort will no doubt 


prove equal to the task demanded. 


of it and help to save yet another 
generation. 
DEATH OF A KING 
MOURNED. deeply by the Nor- 
wegian people, and not least by the 
Jewish community in Norway, King 
Haakon’s death will be felt. as a 
heavy loss by many others. outside 
his own country. A democratic 
monarch, of high moral principles, 
throughout his long reign of over 
fifty years he always showed great 
friendship for the Jewish people. 


And at no time was this more mani- 


fest than in the dark days. of 
Hitler's rule, especially at the time 
of the German invasion. In April, 


- 1941, when Hitler invaded Den- 
mark and Norway, King Haakon, 


knowing full well that his army was 
greatly outnumbered, ordered a 
firm, stand to be taken against the 
German army. Despite. constant 
German bombing, which forced 
him to leave his capital and hide 
in the mountains, he continued his 
fight with courage and firmness. 
But he also showed unsurpassed 
courage in defying the Nazi policy 
of the extermination of Jews: In 
a special appeal to his countrymen 
he ordered them to give shelter to 


Jews wherever possible or to help. 


them to escape to Sweden, and in 
this way he saved hundreds of inno- 
cent lives. He continued to show 
sympathy for the Jewish people 
after the war. On his return to 


Norway from Britain, where he 


spent some Of the war years, he 
asked his Government to accept a 
number of Jewish survivors of the 
Nazi terror, And, following the 
Kings example, the Norwegian 
people have steadfastly given every 
assistance to Jewish refugees who 


have come to settle in their midst, 


and at the same time, like their 
King, have shown great interest in 
and warm friendship for the State 
of Israel. Throughout their long 
history the Jewish people have 
learned, perhaps more than others, 
to value and respect their friends. 
In the passing of King Haakon VII 


the Jewish people have lost a true 


friend, whose memory will long be

T is an awe-inspiring Moment as 

the familiar traditional chant of 

the Kol Nidre is begun on the 
eve of Yom Kippur—first in low, 
quiet tones—as One authority says, 
“like one who hesitates to enter 
the palace of the king to ask a gift 
of him whom he fears to approach ; 
‘the second time rather louder ; and 
the third time more loudly still, as 
one who Is accustomed to dwell at 
court and to approach his king as a 
friend.” Every tone is a prayer ; 
every phrase of the music stirs a 
chord. This is not ordinary music, 
it is the cry Of a people's soul, 
sanct'{ying all earthly thoughts in 
prayer. 

And yet the Kol Nidre itself can 
hardly be considered a prayer. It 
is well over a thousand years old: 
for. although its author js unknown, 
it was already in existence and well 
known. in: Gaonie times the 
eighth and ninth centuries ; and we 
stil] recite it its old Aramaic 
dialect of the Jewish Academies of 
Babylon-—-as a formula. absolving 


us of vows. « The words of the Kol - 


Nidre. are intended to annul in 
advance wows which we may make 
either rashly or under duress during 
the year. vows,’ obligations, 
oaths. undertakings .... which we 
may vow OF. swear or wherewith 
we otherwise: bind ourselves 


next Yom Kippur—we repent us 
of all of them ; they ‘shall not be 
binding nor have power over us.... 


Our vows shall not be reckoned 


vows, our obligations. shall not be 
obligations ; nor shall our oaths be 


Misrepresentation 


Read at their face value, these 


words are certainly startling, especi- 
ally when we are used to thinking 
of thems as being connected with 
our holiest feelings at the holiest 


-moment of the Jewish year. And 


indeed, all through: the history of 
this formula it has been the subject 
of hostility and attack, misunder- 
standing. misrepresentation. 
Many of our great Gaonic authori- 
ties and. sages—the heads of the 
Babylonian Yeshivot—were them- 
selves worrted about. its inclusion 
in ollr ritual: Rav Amram Gaon, 


who drew up the first synagogue 
Siddur-ritual, denounced its recita- 


tion as foolish 
custom: and. Rav. Hai Gaon (in 
the tenth century) warned congre- 
gations against its use; while so 
early an authority as Saadya wanted 


to restrict it te only those vows 


which. were -extorted :from the 
congregation as a-whole in times 
of persecution. 7 

in later times, traitorous Jewish 
apostates, and other enemies of the 
lews. pointed to the Kol Nidre as 
evidence that the word of a Jew 
| pot be. trusted and cast 


suspicion on the trustworthiness: of 


an oath taken by’a Jew. So much 


so that one Jewish author in Spain, 
in the twelfth century (Jehuda. ben 
Barzillai}, declared that the custom 
ol reciting the Kol. Nidre. was 
dangerous, since. many “ignorant

Nevertheless, with all the caution 
that a man may exercise, there are 
still moments when he may rashly 
or thoughtlessly make a_ personal 
vow-——which he may ardently wish 
later to fetract. It might easily 
happen, moreover, that such purely 
personal vows, bearing no relation 
to anyone else, could be forgotten 
and violated unintentionally. 


Act of Cleansing 


Now Judaism frowned on this 


possibility. The Jew must know 
that it is no light matter to make 
or break a vow, no ‘matter how 


personal it is in content and effect : 


otherwise slothful, untruthful 
habit of mind and character can 
soon be formed: The Jew was 
taught to feel oppressed at the 
thought of the violation of — his 
solemn -undertakings, and. to this 
end the Kol Nidre formula. of 
dispensation was devised. to. be 
pronounced in the name of the

Kippur. This act of cleansing the 
conscience by a deliberate formal 


act is the introduction to our - 


prayers for reconciliation with God. 

Contrary. to the accusations. of 
our enemies, this - annulment. of 
vows and oaths in the Kol Nidre 
refers only to those which an indi- 
vidual- takes. upon -himself 
between himself and God, and in 
which no other person or 
interests’ are concerned: It has 
nothing to do with undertakings 
affecting another person or persons.

One feature of this-piece of music 
is worthy of special remark. It has 
been noted that. the ending, rising 
in bold and triumphant notes. js 
the same as the traditional theme 
of the “ Alenu * prayer for the Rosh 
Hashana Musaf Amida; and the 
Suggestion is that the. association 
was deliberate. In. the ‘twelfth 
century, during the persecution of 
the Jews. of Blois in France, many

Visiting the Rebbe 


The status of the women in 
Chassidism was indeed high. She 
was encouraged, welcomed, and 
called Chassida. A visit to the 
Rebbe was a truly religious expéri- 
ence. He was to her, as to his 
Chassid, a teacher, friend, and 
counsellor to whom she could 
unburden her heart. An illness in 
the family, a financial difficulty, 
squire, 
annoyance from a would-be com- 
petitor, the finding of a suitable 
husband for a marriageable daugh- 
ter—-to whom could she turn. but 
to the Rebbe’? 

His accessibility, his concern for 
her problem, no matter how trivial, 
these in themselves gave her 
comfort and relief.

Not since Biblical times, which. 


brought forth the “ Four 
Matriarchs”’ and the “Seven 


Prophetesses,’ has Jewry produced 
women as outstanding as those who 
emerged in the last two centuries of 
Chassidism. . Feiga, daughter of 
Adel and mother of R. Nahman of 
Braslav. (1777-1811), the greatest 
story-teller of Chassidism, was said 
to be endowed with “ Divine 
spirit.” It was her influence, 


rather than that of her husband, R. 
Simcha, that inspired her illustrious - 


son. the mother of Rabbi Shneor 


Zalman of Ladi (1747-1812), . the ° 


founder of the Chabad-Chassidic 


sect, was very learned and wrote 


extensively on Torah and Chassidic 
lore. 


Renowned for Piety 


The study of Cabbala did not 
satisfy the spiritual aspirations of 
Chassidic women. Perele, daughter 


of Rabbi Israel of Kozenitz (1937- 


1814), wore a Tallit Katan, fasted 
on Mondays and Thursdays, and 


received petitions (quitilach) from 


her followers: Renowned too was 
Hannah Havah, the daughter of 
Rabbi Mordecai Twersky © of 


Czernobel (1770-1837). Her saintly 


father deemed her equal in 
piety to his eight illustrious sons. 
She was the author of aphorisms 
and parables that spread her fame

throughout Poland. Some of. the 
wives knew théir own worth. The 
wife of the Berdychewer Rabbi 
once exclaimed: “O Lord, may I 
be worthy that’ my husband, Levi 
Issac, may. have the same. holy 
thoughts when he says Grace over 
the bread that | have when I form 
the loaves.” 
| Reassurances 
Piety and saintliness, and not 
lineage, were the qualifications for 
honotr. among the. Chassidim. 
Husbands were not always over- 
pleased at-the distinction attained 
by their. wives.

A SEASONAL 
QUESTION 


Why Are Synagegues 
Empty ? 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Is it the fault of the clergy that the 
synagogues which are full for the Holy- 
days are usually empty for the rest of 
the year ? Fhis was one of the ques- 
tions asked of a brains trust of Anglo- 
Jewish Association speakers organised 
by the Anglo-Isracli Club at jts new 
premises in Chiltern Street, W.1, 
Sunday. 

Mr, H. A. Goodman, J.P., said that 
the lack of interest shown in Judaism 
had its root jn the fact that the clergy 
were treated as mere officials and were 
not given the status, scope, prestige, 
and Koved which East European con- 


gregations used to accord to their 


spiritual leaders, The mastery over 
the synagogue, he suggested, should be 
taken away from the lay members and 


handed back to the rabbis. 


Mrs. Alma Birk, J.P., said that the 
real problem. was whether the syna- 


- Bogue was capable of being in touch 


with the relevant issues of modern life 
and thought. It was better to adjust. 
religion than to try to keep up some- 
thing to which péople no longer 
subscribed, 


Clergy Absolved 


Professor N. Bentwich, O.B.E., 
absolved the clergy from blame. The 


fault, he. stated, lay with themselves, 


because “ Jews are just like the people 


among whom they live, only more 
so.” . That was why. the attendance at. 
Synagogues was even poorer than at 


churches in this country. 

Another question dealing with the 
synagogue, asked by a. woman, was 
whether the time had not come to stop 
“ herding women like cattle in the 
gallery and “ regarding them as un- 


for participatjon in the service. 
Mrs. Birk suggested that if a sufficient 


number of Jewish women felt strongly 
enough about it they could perhaps 
cause a Change in that practice.

Each orange, for 
example, has either to have a compli- 
cited stringing “tied clumsity round 
and round it. or elsé it must be 
damaged by having a string passe 
right through it: neither way js com- 
pletely satisfactory. 

For: some vears we have used a 
very simple method in our tiny Succah 
in our garden. ft can save a tot of 
time and patience—and it is also more 
decorative. Perhaps vour readers will 
be interested. 

It is easiest to use coloured raffia 
in place of string. To suspend a picce 


of fruit, the end of a length of raffia 
js held on to it. and then se 


cured by a 
turn of. self-adhesive tape wrapped 
tightly all round. No knots have to 


be made and the fruit is not damaged. 


In very wet weather the edges of 
the adhesive tape can become crinkled, 
but it still does not shp. Perhaps, 
anyway, we shall have good weather 
this year,

DECORATING. A 
SUCCAH 


Hanging the Fruit 


To the Editor of The Jewrsn 


When decorating a Succah the 
job that takes the most time is that 
of hanging the fruit from the top 
of the Suceah. Each orange, for 
example, has either to have a compli- 
cated stringing tied clumsily round 
and-round it. of else it must be 
damaged by having a string. passed 
right through it; neither way jis com- 
pletely satisfactory, 

For some vears we have used a 
very simple method in our tiny Succah 
in our garden, It can save a tot of 
time and patience—-and it is also more 
decorative. Perhaps vour readers will 
be imterested. 

It is easiest to use coloured raffia 
in place of string. To suspend a piece 
of fruit, the end of a length of raffia 
is held on to it. and then secured by a 
turn .of self-adhesive tape wrapped 
tightly all round. No knots have 
be made and the fruit is not damaged. 

In very wet weather the edges of 
the adhesive tape can become crinkled. 
but it still does not slip. Perhaps, 


anyway, we Shall have good weather 
this year.

To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,.—-The Hon. Edwin Samuel says 
in his article on “ Israel's Electoral 
System ” (in. your issue of last week). 
that the multi-party system in Israel

made to establish his. theories, Freud

Moses and Monotheism 


Fhis led to: a theory of human 
family origins and indeed of religion, 
which had, as Freud himself admitted, 
no proven validity. Nevertheless, it 
formed a. coherent theory as far as 
pyscho-analysis was concerned. Again, 
n “ Moses and Monotheism,” Freud's 
startlingly speculative gifts encouraged 


him to produce: a striking explanation 


of the origin of monotheism in the 
religion of Aton, brought, however 
fleetingly, into Egyptian worship in the 
reign of Amenhotep H. this 


theory, the Moses of the Bible was. 


an Egyptian, and the Moses of the 
Exodus was a second Moses, who was 
slain by the Israelites—a resuscitation 
of the myth ‘of the slaying of the 
primeval father figure, again emerging 
in’ Christian...worship. The pre- 
eminence of Aton monotheism = in 
ancient Egypt has been much debated 
by Egyptologists; and the theories of 
Egyptian circumcision, and other con- 


siderations, are at variance with his-. 


torical facts as far as we know them: 
Dr. Phelp examines this problem very 
closely, and brings out the shortcom- 
ings of Freud's theories. This exposi- 
tion of Freud illustrates the dangers 
of all-embracing and. over-simple 
explanations of highly complex, and 
still disputed, historical facts.

Freud's. militant 
atheism rests on somethjng. stronger 
than scientific conviction, and in that 
measure is less convincing than it 
might be. © This powerful motive 
springs from his wish to make his 
theory cover the whole of. the human 
sjtuation. Yet while his view does not 
dispose of the religious ‘quest, it will 
do something to dissolve away. the 
anthropomorphic the religions o!

Angry Young Man

Very nearly ten years have elapsed 
since the appointed day. Many 
assessments are likely to be made 
within the next few months of the 
advantages and disadvantages that 
have come about by the changes in 
medical practice from a free 
economy ~ to a “ controlled economy. 
‘The present volume is of interest in 
showing the impact of the recent 
changes On a young man training as a 
consultant, 


Few will disagree with the state- 
ment on finance that “recent increases 
do not compensate for the fall im 
value of money.” Nor can one dis- 
agree with the reference to the 
increase in the number of court cases 
against doctors: “ It. will surely be 
a grim day for medicine whef, valu- 
able techniques have to be abandoned 
on an altar of fear.” 

Perhaps the best statement in the 
book is: “Illness keeps no trade 
union hours.” Having said this, the 
author js critical of the consultant, 
the ward sister, the appointment 
system. the general practitioner. who 
holds a. hospital appointment, and, 
particularly, the long hours of work. 

The. main. purport of the book 
seems to be that Senior Hospital 
Medical Officers and Registrars work 
too hard, “threatening their health 
with exhaustion and lack of sleep.” 
A considerable number of hospitals 


-are in fact over-staffed—an inheritance 


from before the appointed day. To 
say that the present difficulties of the 


Senior Hospital Medical: Officers and 


Registrars are due. simply to under- 
Staffing is not. wniversally correct. 
Recent ‘developments will give some 
doctors. in these groups consultant 


. pdy without holding equivalent. status. 


Discussion on Differences

Fach: one of us prays in a general 
confession: in which the whole: con- 
eregation of Israel joins.

If 
one person does’ wrong we. all feel 
the effects, as we are answerable for 
one. another.

The closing ceremony 
of the Fifth Macca- 
biah at Ramat Gan 
last week before a 
crowd of over 50,000

INFLUENZA AFFECTS 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The outbreak of influenza through- 
out the country, now widespread in 
London, has reduced attendances at 
many Jewish schools im the Metro- 
polis. Tuition, however, is being 
continued, as the numbers who are ill 
do not warrant the closing down of 
the schools. 7 


At the Rosh Pinah Primary School, 
Mowbray Road, Edgware, half of 
150 pupils are 
absent, while at the Hasmonean Pre- 
paratory School, Hendon, only about 
50 out of 250 children are affected. 
Two members of the staff are also 
absent. Nearly 70 pupils out of 322 
and six members of the staff of the 
Hasmonean Grammar Schools for 
Boys, N.W.4, are ill. : 

Most of the Jewish day schools in 
London report that out of a total of 
some 3,000 pupils about 25 per cent 
are absent. 

Synagogue attendances throughout 
London, however, have been only 
slightly affected durimg Rosh Hashana 
by the influenza outbreak. Inquiries 
have shown that in many cases the 
numbers attending were the: highest 
on record. In some instances syna- 
gogue officiants have succumbed to 
the prevailing outbreak.

Studied the social and professional 
structure of Polish Jewry with special 
regard to the needs of Jews repatriated 
from the Soviet Union. 

The Ort delegates, who were invited 
by the Social and Cultural Associa- 
tion of Polish Jews, visited Warsaw, 


-Lodz, Wroclaw, Lignica, Dzierzonow, 


Katowice, and Cracow. Study of the 
needs of the Jewish population of 
those towns convinced them that there 
was an urgent necessity for Ort to 
resume its activity in Poland, 
especially as Jews in that country 
required professional and vocational 
training. 

Mr. Halperin and Mr. Chorin were 
received by the Polish Minister of 
Works and Social Welfare and by 
other representatives of the Govern- 
ment, who assured the delegates that 
official help would be extended if Ort 
resumed its work in Poland.
